| Saint Gaudens have been accepted by |

satisfaction by all who have been interested 
in the project for an improvement of the 
presént coinage, but more particularly by 
the members of the American Numismatic 
Society of this city, who have been largely 
instrumental in bringing about the change. 
Mr. Saint Gaudens was commissioned by 
President Roosevelt more than a year ago | 
to furnish new designs for certain coins 
and took in hand three denominations— 
the double eagle, the eagle and the one 
cent piete. Work was delayed on the de- 
signs and it was only recently that the dies 
were cut,from whicha number of specimens ; 
were struck, these showing the principal 
devices on the obverse and the reverse, but | 
without. any inscription. It seems that 
certain mint difficulties had to be overcome, | 
the designs being in unusually high relief. |

Dear Sir,- 

Your favor is duly at hand, for which I thank 
you. In reference to retaining the Journals om hand until fall, I am 
very willing to accommodate you or the Society, as the back numbers 
occupy a great deal of room, and I am able to appreciate what you say 
as to cramped conditions. It will take two or cures good sized cases 
to pack them;-having passed out of my ownership, it will of course be 
a relief to get them out of my hands, as we have not much room to 
spare ourselves. I think it would be well to have a special insurance 
placed upon them, and if thatcisodonef it should be remembered that 
money would not, or rather could not replace tham in case of loss, so 
that the amount the Society is to pay is hardly a fair standard of 
their actual value; on that point your Committee will no doubt set 
such value as seems to be wise in their judgement. While on that 
point it may be proper for me to add that Mr. Foillon said this would 
be a cash transaction, which was one reason why I accepted his offer, 
or rather reduced my price. I infer from your kin@ letter that this 
is your own understanding, and I shall be glad to hear from you as 
early as may be convenient. 


I am not sure whether I wrote Mr. Poillor that I had tied 
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up together a number of sets of consecutive volumes,, this will enable 
members who desire to do ee ee complete sets for several years 
back, and later when you have looked over the material, it may be 

that Dr. Green will have some of the earlier numbers to supplyfracancies 
in earlier volumes. As to this I cannot now say, but in the autumn, 
if everything goes well, I will try to find out. 

The Boston Society had a meeting today; they are sorry that 
the Journal is to pass from us, for they have considered it the one 
thing that kept the Society alive; however we havea growing membere 
ship, with some active young men who are interested collectors, and 
to-day elected three new men.

I think the dates of publication might be fixed somewhat © 
later, the July number to appear say Sept. 1, and so on; I shall be 
glad to co-operate as far as I can in all these things which it will 
be your Committee's care to determine. The principal article is 
always the hardest one to prepare, and any suggestions that your Com- 
mittee like to make on the first articles for the next nuvber will be 
acceptable, and anything else on which I can aid you will be cheer-

My Dear Mr. Belden: 

On my return to Boston from the Williams Com 
mencement, where I have been the last few days, I find that my son owner,
